Dear  Sir: 

Under  State  Aid  Construction,  the  town  of  Gilford,  in 
the  year  1915,  built  three  thousand,  three  hundred  and 
thirty  feet  of  gravel  road  at  an  average  cost  of  sixty-eight 
and  two-tenths  cents  per  linear  foot. 

One  section  built  was  on  the  Gully  Road,  so  called,  the 
road  from  Laconia  to  Gilford  Village,  where,  in  continua- 
tion of  the  work  done  last  year,  2250  feet  was  built  at  a 
cost  of  forty-four  and  eight-tenths  cents  per  linear  foot. 
The  work  consisted  of  widening  and  straightening  and 
surfacing  with  gravel,  and  the  placing  of  a  new  12-inch 
corrugated  metal  culvert,  repairing  one  stone  culvert  and 
erecting  several  sections  of  standard  guard  rail  at  danger- 
ous embankments. 

The  other  section  improved  was  on  the  Lakeport  and 
Alton  Bay  road,  or  the  Winnipesaukee  road,  so  called, 
where  1080  feet  was  built  at  a  cost  of  one  dollar  fifteen 
and  six-tenths  cents  per  linear  foot.  The  work  at  this  lo- 
cation, also  in  continuation  of  work  done  in  1914,  included 
widening  and  straightening,  the  placing  of  telford  or  stone 
foundation  over  the  clayey  section,  the  surfacing  with 
gravel,  and  also  the  excavation  for,  and  the  placing  of  two 
corrugated  metal  culverts,  one  of  which  was  5  feet  in  dia- 
meter, and  replaced  old  dilapidated  stone  structures  whose 
incapacity  to  carry  the  water  was  forcibly  demonstrated  at 
the  time  of  the  heavy  rains  of  last  July  when  the  large 
washout  occured  at  this  point,  taking  out  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  old  roadway  for  quite  a  distance. 

Cement  concrete  coping  was  put  on  over  the  stone  head- 
walls  of  each  culvert,  and  a  substantial  iron  pipe  rail  was 
erected  and  painted  white  according  to    our  specifications. 

The  work  on  each  road  was  done  by  the  town  under  the 
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direojion  of  the  selectmen,  and  I  believe  substantial  im- 
provements have  been  accomplished  at  a  reasonable  cost, 
improvements  that  are  appreciated  by  the  public,  and 
creditable  to  town  and  state.

Number  of 
volumes  added  since  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  84, 
two  of  which  were  given  by  Mr.  Martin  A.  Haynes  of 
Lakeport. 

The  librarian  gives  the  following  report:  Total  number 
of  books  loaned,  2,270;  classified  as  follows,  fiction  1,982, 
general  literature  212,  history  75,  largest  number  of  books 
loaned  in  any  one  day  60,  number  of  new  names  added  to 
list  of  patrons  8. 

It  might  be  well  to  suggest  here  that  upon  borrowing 
the  new  books  the  advice  of  the  bookbinder  be  followed. 
Place  the  volume  on  the  back  and  as  you  open  one  or  more 
leaves  from  the  front,  open  as  many  from  the  back,  until 
you  have  reached  the  center.  Never  open  a  book,  a  new 
book,  at  the  center  and  throw  the  covers  back,  unless  wish- 
ing to  break  the  binding. 

Our  reading  table  is  well  supplied  with  copies  of  the 
latest  magazines  of  the  day,  and  it  is  well  patronized. 

As  in  last  year's  report  we  still  regret  the  lack  of  suffi- 
cient room.

Report  of  the  School  Board. 

To  the  Voters  of  Gilford  School  District: 

The  school  board  submit  their  annual  report.  At  the 
September  enumeration  we  enrolled  132  pupils.  The 
number  of  schools  supported  during  the  past  year  have 
been  nine,  of  thirty-four  weeks  each.  In  the  spring:  there 
w^as  no  school  district  No.  1  and  the  children  attended  No. 
4  school  without  expense  of  conveyance.  In  the  fall  No. 
1  was  opened  and  No.  6  closed  the  remainder  of  the  school 
year. 

In  glancing  over  the  general  work  of  the  5^ear  we 
noticed  steady  improvement.  This  is  due  to  the  special 
efforts  of  the  teachers  and  the  existence  of  good-will  be- 
tween teachers  and  pupils.  It  is  a  very  gratifying  feature 
of  our  school  conditions  to  know  that  as  our  scholars  leave 
our  rural  school  to  enter  the  High  schools  in  other  towns 
they  are  commended  for  their  good  standard  of  scholar- 
ship. We  wish  to  extend  our  grateful  thanks  to  all  who 
have  in  different  ways  aided  in  bringing  about  these  good 
results.
